DISASTROUS FIRE. 


Loss of Life Feared. . 


BIG BLAZE IN KENNEDY 
TOWN. 


For several hours this morning 
there raged one of the mast dis- 
astrons firas that the Colony bas 
ever experianced, fcllowing ap 
explosion, of a - quantity of 
saltpetre, setting a big area at. 
Smithfield, Kenned+ Town, alight 
and destroying oo fewer than 
twonty-two houses. A consider. 
able loss of life is also feared. 

The strong monsoon coming 
from the north-sast, which set in 
early lest evening. bad reached 
its height at four o'clock this 
morning, when ap alarm went 
forth in Kennedy Town that one 
of the houses at the easternerd 
of Belcher’s Street bad caughr 
fire. Soon afterwards, « lond 
explosion was heard as a quentity 
of sulphur, or salipetre, stored at 
the house in question bacame 
ignited, and the ‘force’ of the 
rresuttiog concussion was such 
that the party wal] and the rear 
wall wera blown clean out, mot- 
withstanding tbe fact that the 
plock was comparatively new. 
As the alarm became géners!, 
fears grow, and when the fire 
threatened to spresd over a wide 
azea the panic increased. An 
old woman in Catchick Street, 
to the rear of the the block, 
became s0 excited that she had no 
thought to, risk when sho jumped 
from the third flodr into street. 
Her dead body was later picked 
up and removed to the Mortuary. 

Sitaated opposite to the house 
where the’ fire originated were 
two timber yards, one of which, 
the Wingtai, instantly became 
involved in the conflagration as 
sparks were carried by the strong 
wind to the stock of dry timber. 
When the Brigade arrived on the 
scene in fall force, it was to dis- 
covered that there was not suffic- 
jens water to cope with the out- 
break, which by now had become 
extensive. One of the contributory 
causes to the epreai. of 
the fire was the strong wind 
prevailing, for, striking sgeinat 
the cupshaped formation of the 
hillside, 3t¢ was brought back to 
eddies end caused great trouble 
in the quarter involved. Simult 
aneous outbreaks occurred in 
various houses in. Smithfistd 
Street, Belcher’s Street sod Cat- 
chick Street, whilst the greas oo 
the side of Mount Davis also le. 
came ignited, necessitating the 
turning out of the troops quarter- 
ed atthe barracks here. Troops 
also arrived from Morrsy 
Barracks. Owing to ths restrict- 
ed water supply, the mains were 
tapped in vain for s suficent 
pressure, aod it was not ontil the 
cooflagration bsc gained s secure 
bold thet the djficalty was over- 
come, It was found necessary to 
bring round the. firefloats, and 
boses laid from the @raye 

ided « welcome supply of 
water from the harbour. 

To trace the course of the fire 
in view of the bewildering rapidity 
with which oneocutbreak appeared 
to succeed “another would be 
ao impossible task, but it-is sar- 
mised that after its start at the 
first house, the flames were Car- 
ried ina straight line dowa the 
length of Belcher’s Street Smith- 
Geld Street’ intervened af the 
sixth bouse, but it provided no 
check to the flames, as, helped by 
the wicd, they leaped across this 
street and continned their work 
of destruction down ‘the. next 
block, Three bouses io thie block 
were involved, and it looked as.if 
the, Hongkong Rope Compsny’s 
factory would be brought into the 
general conflagration Aquantity 
of timber intended for tae con- 
struciton of a new boute near by, 
and piled up against the ead wall 
of the factory, caught fire but 
burnt itself out without damaging 


the factory. . a

broke out were separated from 
the remainder of the block bys 
narrow back Iane which in same 


| degree gave security to the latter, 


Tha fire, howatar,.spread down 
the length of Balches's Strest, 
turned into Smithfield and com- 
pletely destroyed the twelve 
houses of the block fronting this 
thoroughfare. . It would have 
worked still further round the 
next corner had not the “fire- 
men at this point brought 
sufficient pressuro of water into 
play to prevent further encroach: 
ment, As it was,only two houses 
of this block fronting Catchick 
Street were destroyed. 


Tho substantisl nature of the 
buildings is revealed by the fact 
that, with the exception of those 
affected by the explosion, the 
walls and verandahs were still - 
leftatanding, although the roofs 
and floors were either burnt out 
orbrought down. The telephone 
Hanes in the district were discon. 
nected and fell down in tangled 
coils, . 

It is imposaible at this stage to 
estimate the number of lives lost, 
orthe extent of the damage, which 


‘must have been enormous. So 


faronly two persons are known 
to havé lost their lives, but 
number are reported missing. 
Athalf-past seven, with & 
suficieut supply of water at their 
disposal, the firemen, supervised 
by the Captain Superintendent of 
Police (Mr. ELD.C: Wolfe}, Mr. 
Moss: and his colleagues, 
succeeded in getting the con-. 
flegration under control. The 
timber yard, boxever, wes still s 
blazing mass offuins, and et the 
moment of writing was giving 
some-trouble to the fire-fighters, . 
This understood that the houses 
of one block—Nos. 2-12 Smith- . 
Geld—were insured with tho 
Heung On Insurance Compacy 
for $54,000; Nos, 1-3 Hau Pek 
Streep with Mesers. Reiss end 
Co; and another block of six 
houses with Messrs. Sincere’s. 
About « score of houses and 
shopsiwere completely gutted and 
this morning all that remained 
were the bare walls aod heaps of 
smoking debris: Many hundreds 
of Chinese bava beert rendered 
homeless, but, it was & mercy 
that. the.wind died down when it 
did, or the demage might havo 
been even far moteextensive. A 
Police Inspector told a pressman 
that this is the biggest blaze - 
since. the great fire in Kennedy 
Towa some two or three years 
ago. .

The prediction is 
made that if the winter is very 
cold, there is every likelihood 
that the cosl supply will fall 
short of the demand.
